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Thk P<»t-Notf. Pitojr.cT.— We mentioned in 
vesUrdiy'si Journal that a project was on foot to 
MaifOl an issue of "post-notes" by the banks of this 
St ite a* a condition to any extension of their char- 
ters, and we have since l>een assured that the Dem- 
ocratic ineni'*rs of the Legislature are committed 
to this measure. Accustomed as we are to all forms 
of political change and to the manifold scheme- of 
politicians to perpetuate political ascendancy, we 
cannot believe that the Democratic party in Ken- 
tucky will l>e lid into such stultification as this pro- 
|oct involves. For what are "post-notes" but an ir- 
redeemable paper curretuyf Is it possible that the 
* 'hard -money," "paj>er-hatiQg" Democracy can 
f i . . t any such policy a* this? We hope and be- 
lieve that neither the Dem.>cratic nor any other par- 
ty ia this State will lend themselves to any such fu- 
tile expedient. The time is long since passed when 
measures so full of evil and so barren of good as 
that in question found favor with intelligent men. 
They belong to a past epoch — to the era of financial 
crudities, empiric 9 , and absurdities. No bank in the 
S'j;e. we thick, would accept a recharter coupled 
witli any such provisions; and if it did it would re- 
ceive, instead of a boon, a death warrant. Let us 
examine the matter a little and ascertain the effect 
cf a:, issue of post-notes. And lirst, we may re- 
mark that the result of such issues, wherever and 
whenever tried in this country to any extent, has 
been disastrous. If an issue be attempted of say 
ono or two millions of dollars, it could only be felt if 
the notes were received as currency and used as 
such. Would they be so received and used? Will 
the people of Kentucky receive as money, instead 
cf a bank note, redeemable in gold and silver, on 
demand, a post-note, payable in twelve months? 
Wil! they give up a gold dollar for a paper prom- 
payable in twelve month ? Never! 
But suppose we err in this and that the people of the 
State would receive these promises to pay at a 
future period in lieu of Bank notes, what would be 
the practical effect? Simply this — that, to the ex- 
tent of the issue and the use of these notes, the 
present issues of the banks would} be displaced from 
circulation and returned for redemption. 

If one million were issued, the banks would be 
called on to redeem that amount of their present cir- 
culation in specie — if two millions were issued, 
then the redemption would be two millions. For 
every dollar so redeemed, the banks would have to 
restrict their circulation at least another dollar to 
maintain a due proportion of specie to circulation, 
And the net result would be that, for two millions 
cf pott -notes added to the circulation, we would have 
a reduction of four millions in that payable on de- 
mand. This is the inevitable and absurd result of a 
post-note issue! When the question of a recharter 
of the banks is fairly before the public we may have 
aomething to say on the subject. The position of 
the Journal in regard to these institutions— their 
power and privileges— was deliberately taken, and 
at the proper time will be 



Post-Uffn k pM Obmhl — Ti e Po>t master 
General referred in his last annual report to a plan 
matured by his predecessor for the establishment of 
a Money-Order Office in concoction with the Post- 
Oflice Department, for which orders for small sums 
of money may 1-e drawn by one postmaster on ano- 
ther, in favor of and only payable to a third party 
or his crier, who shall pay a fee, graduated accord- 
ing to the amount of the order. This system, as 
the Journal of Commerce says, has been iu success- 
ful operation in the United Kingdom for several 
years: has proved a very great conver.ieuce to the 
public, and has been a source of considerable revenue 
to, instead of a charge upon, the Government. Tl e 
well-known insecurity of valuable letters transmit- 
ted by mail, which is every day becoming greater 
as the transmission of money, &c, through the post- 
vfiice increases, renders the adoption of some plan 
resembling that proposed by the late Postmaster 
General, very desirable. The registering of letters 
has proved of no avail whatever, and business men 
(.refer paying the heavy charges of the express com- 
panies to running the risk of sending money letters 
by mail. 

Postmaster General Brown has not expressed any 
opinion either^or or against the money order.sys- 
tem; but there is reason to hope that it will be care- 
fjlly examined, and adopted if found practicable. 
There are doubtless some objections to the proposed 
plan. In the first place, its adoption would increase 
the pecuniary trust confided to postmasters, and, in 
case of defalcation by those officials, would cause 
loss to the Government, against which it has no 
guarantee. Iu the next place, it might be deemed 
an encroachment to a certain extent upon the rights 
and privileges of banking corporations, by in- 
terfering w ith their sale of exchange. These ob- 
jections do not strike us as at all insurmountable. 
The first might be removed by exacting security 
to a moderate amount from each postmaster before 
he could enter upon his office, and, if orders were 
limited to sums of twenty-five dollars, as in Eng- 
land, the second objection could no longer be rea- 
sonably urged, in view of the great advantages 
which would arise from the easy and secure means 
afforded for the transmission of small sums from 
oua part of the country to another. 

The CASK «>r thk Qour Stiikam — The deep 
sea soundings of Lieut Berry man have done muih 
to confirm a previous theory as to the cause, or one 
of the causes, of the Gulf stream. It is ascertained 
that, at a depth of two thousand feet, in the straits 
of Florida, the temperature of the ocean is only 
three degrees above freezing, while in the deep 
soundings on the telegraph route it is found the 
temperature is ten to fifteen degrees below the 
freezing point. Hence, according to well-known 
laws, the comparatively warm and light waters of 
the Gulf, made lighter by the masses of fresh water 
from the Mississippi and other rivers, rise and flow 
off toward the colder regions of the north . At the 
same time, the denser waters of the northern Atlan- 
tic make their way southward to restore the equilib- 
rium. Thus, there are two currents, an upper and 
an under, flowing in contrary directions. The up- 
per is apparent, and well known as the Gulf stream; 
Ihe under is frequently demonstrated by the fact 
of immense icebergs, reaching down thousauds of 
feet lielow the surface of the ocean, being seen float- 
ing southward against the surface current.

— We have the following 
note from J. M. Harlan, Esq , who furnishes us reg- 
ularly with the reports of the most important case?, 
giving the points in the decision made yesterday by 
the Court of Appeals in the case of Morgan vs Dud- 
ley, appealed from the Fayette Circuit Court. It 
will lie remembered that Judge Goodloe decided 
that naturalization by the State Courts was not 
valii. The Court of Appeals decides that it is valid, 
and also that a naturalizid citizen, if wbowmidt 
resident of the State, has a right to vote as soon as 
he is uaturalized: 

Morgan vs Dudley. From Fayette Circuit. 

Judge Simpson delivered the opinion Of the Couit 
in this case. 

The following propositions were unanimously de- 
cided by the Court: 

L A voter may sue the judges of election for ille- 
gally and corruptly refusing to permit him to vote. 

2. Naturalization iu a State Court in pursuance of 
the act of Congress is valid, and confers citizenship. 

3. That the Lexington City Court is authorized 
by the act of Congress to naturalize aliens. 

4. That according to the Constitution of Kentucky 
a naturalized citizen having the other qualifications 
as a voter is authorized to vote as soon as natural- 
ized. Judgment reversed.

Washington-, Jan. 20. 
Senate. — Mr. Hale res uui.J his rematk> from Mon- 
day, and commented on two of the positions taken 
by' the Supreme Court on the cjlebrated Dred Scott 
ca >. : 

First— The court affirm that Ihe r ; nht of pro;ertv 
in >laves is of the same nature as the right in all 
other pr>-ptr;y. 

Stcotid — iue right to bold this descriptioa of pro- 
perty, and traffic in slaves at the time of the Amer- 
ican levolution and the adoption of the Federal 
Constitution, was so universally recognized and ac- 
knowledged, both in England and this country, that 
M man thought of disputing it. He took the same 
issue with the court in both of these points. The 
legal principal was unbound and unsupported by any 
authority whatever. 

In the Lecompton constitution, where it declared 
that the right Of projierty is higher than any consti- 
tutional sanctioi', and the right of the owaier m 0 
tl i\ e to- such slave and its increase, is the same, and 
as iu\ ialaUo as the right of the owner of any pru- 
pertr whatever. 

He has higher respect for the Lecompton conven- 
tion than for the Supreme ocurt, because the con- 
vention bad been more explicit than the court in 
stating just what they meant. He did not deny- 
that in .State* tolerating slavery there was legal pro- 
I-erty in slaves. In some of tne free States there 
was qualitied property in human beings ; in New 
fllM|wMlO criminals were sent to the penitentiary 
for the public good, and anybody might contract w ith 
the warden (who lias the custody of there prisoner- j 
for their lai*)rs. The laws recognise his right to 
the labor of the convict, and he can take them w here 
he pleases within the lioundary of the State. But if 
he should cross the Connecticut river and undertake 
to make them quarry marble in the Green mountains 
of Vermont. Ins right to their lalwr would cease. 
Precisely similar was the right of the slaveholder to 
thelaliorof his slaves. It is a legal tight where 
slavery exists liy law- and no where el e. The mo- 
ment the slave goes beyond the jurisdiction, which 
imposes that servitu le, that moment he i> free. 

There was an essential difference between the la- 
bor of human lieings and the right of property in 
inanimate things and in the brute creation. A man 
may go all over the world with a horse, and any- 
where, both among civilized and savage nationsj his 
right to owneralup w ill be respected. This right 
does not depend upon the existence of a statute law. 
but because by universal consent of mankind a horse 
is the subject of property. When the horse was 
created he w us made to be property, and man to ow n 
him. The right dates back to the earlieat period 
ed in time.

House — Mr. Davis of Mass., introduced the 
French spoliation bill. 

The Speaker laid liefore the House the resolves of 
the Nebraska legislative assembly, stilting that a 
very large majority of the legal voters of the Terri- 
tory voted for Ferguson, (whose seat as delegate 
was contested by Chapman) and repelling certain 
aspersions cast upon Ferguson's character." 

The follow ing compose the select committee, to 
which was referred the bill to divide the clerks' and 
messengers' departments at Washington among the 
States and Territories, pro rata: Robert Smith, Se- 
ward, Kelsey, PendletOD, Oilman, Clemens, and 
Anderson. 

The House went into Committee of the Whole on 
President's annual message and the state of the 
Union. 

A numlier of fulls were introduced, including one 
by Mr. Scott of Cal., providing for the better secu- 
rity of passengers on board of vessels navigating 
the ocean, propelled in whole or part by steam. He 
stated that it had for its basis a memorial from the 
board of underwriters of New York. Referred to 
the Committee on Commerce. 

Mr. McKibben of Cal., introduced a bill granting 
alternate sections of land in California in aid of rail- 
roads in that State. 

There was a debate on the proposition to refer so 
much of the message as relates to the Pacific rail- 
road to a select committee, during which Mr. May- 
wood said that such a road was recommended in the 
Cincinnati platform and inaugural and in the annual 
message of the President. It was so much a part 
of the programme of the administration as the ac- 
quisition of Cuba and the protectorate of Central 
America. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Greenwood believed that such a road would 
be constitutional and proper. Congress had talked 
enough about it. They now ought to act. He had 
a preferance for one route, but was prepared to vote 
for almost anv other route rather than have none at 
all. 

Mr. Bennett, of N. Y., offered a substitute propo- 
sing to refer the subject to a committee of thirteen, 
designating the nnmber respectively to be adopted 
for each section of the Union according to Federal 
representation. He remarked that such a commit- 
tee would not be likely to favor the Executive, or 
ce. tain leading gentleman's plans, but make a fair 
report. He did not believe the Southern route prac- 
ticable. New York is more interested in the road 
than the whole South, and the business with Cali- 
fornia is north of Virginia. 

Mr. Letcher said, as there seemed to be a desire 
to nurse this bantling, he preferred it should go to 
the Committee on Roads and Canals — the chairman 
having nothing else to nurse, unless the House gave 
him this. 

[Memorandum by the reporter.] Mr. Jones, of 
Tenn.— The chairman is a bachelor. 

Mr. Letcher observed that, as far as he was con- 
cerned, he was opposed to the Pacific Railroad, 
whether recommended by the President or anybody 
else. 

Mr. Harris, of 111., said he had an object ion to the 
source (meaning Mr. Bcnnet, of N. Y.) whence this 
proposition came to divide the Union into patch- 
work. He supposed the gentleman from Virginia, 
Mr. Letcher, would not be read out of the party for 
objectiug to the President's views on this subject, 
because ne was not an aspirant for the Presidency.

Committee on Roads and Canals. Because the chair- 
man did not believe in the constitutional power to 
construct railroads, it did not follow that, as a con- 
sequence, a majority ef the menil^rs of that com- 
mittee l>elieved with him. 

Mr Millson confessed to so much Iduntness of in- 
tellect as not to see in w hat part of the constitution 
such power is <• inferred. He wanted a select com- 
mittee to report facts for general information. 

Mr. Seward thought the subject ought to be re- 
ferred to the committee for the revisal of unfinished 
business, for it had been here ever since he hail been 
in Congress. The ge 'tlemen seemed to dtff-r; there- 
fore the subject ought t>> be reviewed and revised, 
he knew of no better reference. 

Mr. Davis, of Md . I r Mr. Millson's information, 
said the power to construct the road was found in 
the constitution under the usual clauses, and quoted 
Jefferson. Madison, and John * »uincy Adams as sign- 
ing bills for internal improvements". 

Mr. Letcher -aid this subject shi u'd be considered 
not only as. to its practicability but its constitution- 
ality. The constitution granted no power to build 
a railroad. If the Deniicratic doctrine prevails, 
there is the end of the matter. He congratulated 
the Democrats that the President has recommended 
a policy which the j>arty has earnestly resisted for 
the last twenty-five years. The Committee of the 
Whole, after rejecting all pending resolutions, adopt- 
ed one that so much of the President's message as 
relates to the Pacific railroad be referred to a select 
committee of fifteen w ith power to report by bill or 
otherwise.

Among his annced.ite«, trot*- which -ire 
revived fa>m his reminiscence of s« rvice in it e fa- 
in us Delaware body-guard of Col. Fremont are not 
the least interesting. He now owns a log eahii on 
the We tier river, and traps, and raises stock. It has 
been his custom for many vears past to visit the 
Snake tribe to trade for fur's during the winter. 

'This autumn, Kri-rham Young, beiag -taarecf 
this custom, sent for him, and after some talk gave 
him a permit, signed by himself as '"Governor of 
Utah Territory and Superintendent of Indian Af- 
fairs," and dated November 2, authorising him to 
visit Waushakee's Tillage near the Wind River 
Mountains, and return at pleasure. He told him 
that he must not have intercourse with the United 
States army, but must, on the contrary, u.-e every 
endeavor to stir the Snakes to hostilities against it. 
The fidelity w ith which Simons has obeyed the in- 
junction is exhibited by the fact that he is now pres- 
ent in our camp. Chau&cey W. West, the Mormon 
Bishop of Ogden City, who signs himstlf "Colonel 
of the Wetier Military- District," furnished him with 
another paper in which he states that he was satis- 
fied that "Simons is friendly to our people," and en- 
joined all Mormons to refrain froin doing injury to 
his rercoo, or pillaging bis property. Ben carries 
both these documents carefully rolled up in a rag. 

He tells us that the male population of Salt Lake 
City is almost all under arms, and is drawn out 
upon the road between Emigration Canon and Yel- 
low creek. Bishop or rather Col. West informed 
him that the force posted in and about Echo Canon 
is 3,000 strong. His own observations have satisfied 
him that this is not an under-estimate. On the 
northern side of the canon the bluffs are almost per- 
pendicular and several hundred feet in height; but 
on the .southern side they are lower, and ti e Mor- 
mons have thrown up earth-works along the summit 
line. They have also dug ditches through the canon 
and have so arranged an old beaver dam on the We- 
ber river that thev can divert the course of the 
stream into these ditches and submerge the roads 
for miles. 

At the eastern end of the Canon they have also 
built fort iticat ions of earth, stone, and wood. Among 
the persons whom Ben has noticed within ten days, 
in the neighborhood of these works, was Major Jos. 
Taylor, the same individual who escaped from our 
guard on the evening of Nov. C.

"Therefore be It resolred. The Srate of Vera Cruz 
does not recognize any other centre of the Federal 
Union than that designated by the constitution of the 
present year." 

This manilesto was signed by all the principal 
officers of the State, of the Federal garrison, and the 
National Guards, and, if we mav judge from the . 
papers before us, to the general" satisfaction of the | re » w - _ _ iume2 dec3 ■*»* 
people. 

Meanwhile appear! the manifesto of Gen. Parrodi, 
who signs himself "General-in-Chief of the Federal 
army;" but who is styled among the opposition pa- 
pers "General-in-Chief of those States which have 
resolved to preserve constitutional order.'' It calls 
upon all the Governors and Legislatures of the sev- 
eral States to repudiate the revolutionary Govern- 
ment of Comoufort, and resist to the lust the usur- 
pation at the capital. 

At the time this manifesto was issued the action 
of the State of Vera Cruz, and others who first re- 
cognized the dictatorship, was not known. How far 
the opposition have responded to it we have no 
means of judging. It would seem, however, that 
the coalition is very formidable, and daily growing 
more so. A despatch to Vera Cruz the morning of 
the 7th states that the garrison at Perote had also 
followed the example of the former city.

Our readers are aware that Lucy Stone — Mr. Black- 
well's better half — has refused to pay her taxes, at 
Orange, N. J., where she is residing with her hus- 
band, and that her property has been levied on by 
the tax-collector.

Orange, N. J., Dec. 18, 1857.

TLe sane :.i a>u;e passed the Hou>e on Sat- 
urday last b-i. m I is therefore the law of the Com- 
monwealth. A- I assured \ou at the time the bill 
was first leporte !, this act affords all the relief de- 
sired by the st>er-[;„ ) as it extends the time for the 
pavment of the revenue into the State treasury. 

In the House to-dav Mr. Wickliffe obtained con- 
tent to report the bill creating a new county out of 
portions of Nelson, Larue, Marion, and Hardin, and 
the bill was made the special order for Friday next. 
There are various powerful interests operating in 
favor of the erection of the new county in question, 
bat I am inclined to think that the enterprise has the 
favorable consideration of a majority of tbe mem- 
ber* of the General Assembly, although the various 
projects for new counties are generally regarded with 
jealousy and suspicion. 

The 'following Senate bills were passed by the 
House to-day: An act concerning schools in Padu- 
eat: an act io amend the charter of the Kentucky 
Iron. Coal, and Manufacturing Company; an act to 
amend the charter of the Louisville and Taylorsville 
Turnpike Road Company; an act to change the tolls 
on the headwaters of the Kentucky river: an act to 
inc rporate the Methodist Female College at Cov- 
ington, and two or three acts amending the charters 
of and incorporating turnpike road companies in the 
rural districts. 

An interval of fully one hour, in which no busi- 
ness was transacted, transpired in the House to-day 
while the Senate was arranging the preliminaries for 
the election of public officers. The time did not 
hang heavily upon tbe hands of members, however, 
who addressed themselves to pleasantry and merri- 
ment. Some rare literary gems, in the form of reso- 
lutions, were sent up to the clerk's desk and report- 
ed to the House by that officer. Among others, a 
resolution was offered by the sedate junior member 
from Fayette, calling upon the assistant clerk of the 
House (Mr. WelbumJ to read the rules of the House 
for the instruction ana amusement of memliers. The 
sarcasm of the resolution will be understood by those 
who are acquainted with tbe nature of the assistant 
clerk's accomplishments as a reader.

The officer thought the matter was suspicious and 
determined to keep a lookout and see if anything 
was goinir wrong. He called into the grocery store 
and asked who was using the wagon, when lie v. a* 
told that a genteel looking man had driven up to 
the store, and, after getting u cigar, asked the clerk 
to keep a lookout on the wagon, which the latter 
promised to do. The officer was now satisfied that 
something was wrong, and he set himself to 'v a tch 
for the return of tbe parties owning the wagon. lie 
was shortly after joined by officer Anderson, tad 
they lxith laid their plans to' catch the rogues, if any 
there were. About U}4 o'clock a man was seen to 
enter the wagon and drive up Duane street until he 
arrived at the comer of Chuich, when he stopped in 
front of the tenement house adjoining the store of 
Messrs. Wilson, Midgley, & Jennings, woolen and 
silk importers. On the stoppage of the wagon two 
men appeared with heavy packages, which they 
to«sed to the driver, and" he deposited them under 
his seat. They then raturned to the house and 
brought out several other packages, which were 
placed in the wagon, when the driver was told to 
drive on. 

At thi-s moment officer Hamblin, who was on the 
other side of the street, ran across and seized the 
horse by the head, at the same time ordering the 
driver to surrender himself, upon which the mau 
leaped to the ground and ran down the street rapid- 
ly, the officer at his heels. The officer had his revol- 
ver in readiness and fired at the runawav rix times, 
without, however, hitting him once. He at length 
caught the runaway at the comer of Beade street 
and West Broadway, when he proved to lie Chann- 
cey Johnston, the burglar, though he gave his name 
as George Williams. On his arrest Johnston said, 
'•Hamblin, I am a f raid you have shot me;" but such 
was not the case. He at the same time dropped on 
the sidewalk some skeleton keys, auger bits, and 
other burglarious implements. While officer Him- 
blin was chasing Johnston, the noise of the pistol 
shots he fired attracted the attention of officer Field, 
of the Fifth ward, who started in the direction of the 
firing, and on his way apprehended another of the 
robbers who had in his possession a dark lantern and 
ball of twine; tbe latter article was subsequently 
discovered to have been stolen from the store on the 
corner of Church street. 

The last prisoner gave his name as Peter Williams, 
which he subsequently changed to Robert Vernon. 
While these prisoners were being secured, officer 
Anderson attended to the horse and wagon, and 
found the stolen goods, which consisted of fifty pieces 
of silk velvet, forty-eight pieces of fancy silk, and 
six pieces of satin, valued at $5,000. * The other 
confederate of the rogues managed to escape.
